least, of doubtful advantage. 
'Hie ignorance of blind children is j 
great, often grotesque. 
A te ac her of * 
a class may find th a t a child does not j 
know' w hether a sheep or a ccw is th e I 
larger, or he may even lind that a 
hare has wings! 
However carefully 
they a l e told that a small model of a 
cow* Is only one-fortieth th e size of 
the real animals more often th a n not 
they are unable to think of the a n i­ 
mals as being any larger than th e 
model, and will stoop and describe 
something ab out the size of a kitten j 
w hen asked to indicate the size of a 
cow. 
This arises from the fact t h a t 
no sta ndard of size, form and tex tu re 
— beyond those which 
they 
set up 
through handling 
can exist for those 
who have never had tin* use of th e ir 
eyes. 
Even those who have had sight 
are found to lose th eir standards u n ­ 
less they arc? renewed from tim e to j 
time by actual contact.

until ber fifteenth year, when she went 
to Paris sod was presented at court.

Alexandre de Beauharnals. then a ma

had two children- Eugene, afterward 
Viceroy of Italy, aud Hortense. future 
Queeu of iioliund aud mother of Na 
poison III.
